Noted Journalist To 
Speak On Germany 

HeiniE;K^ipmann WiU 
Gathéring at People 8 
Forum . 

On Sunday, Nov. lltli, at 3 p.m. Tlie 
People's Forum ,;(rtll;jfeata^^ 
dress by the well-known^^'tWihOT^ 
■journalist, Heinz Leipmann, the sub- 
ject of his discourse being .'.'Germany, 
Storm. Centré of Europe." 

Mr; Leipmann has made an exten- 
sive study of the political and econ- 
omic situation in Germany and achiev- 
ed .international' acclaim in 1929 on 
the strength of the merit of his book 
"Murder 'Made • In Germa^.';. ;^^^^^^ 
treatise, strongly : denouhcinff 'Ger-- 
many's Internal and foreign policy, 
won for him the Harper prize of that 
year. , 

Mr. Lelpmann's career as âiyjour-, 
nallst and novelist led him to take a 
great Interest in economics and poli- 
tics on which he was considered an 
autliority. 

After ;th& Nazi victory and Its to- 
stallatlon In thé Reichstag as the con- 
trolling party, Heinz Leipmann. . by his' 
formidable opposition to Hitler and. his 
regime, aroused the Ire <>f the Nazis 
and becaraie the isubjeci; of an elabor- 
ate campaign, of persecution' In a con- 
centration camp at Wlttmoor. 

After effecting an escape, to Hdlland 
which once more resulted in hnprlson- 
iment at the command' of the Ger- 
lan Government, he went to Prance 
Iwhere^s-ha^^^wmpathetlcally .re-

Next Sumlay's Programme 

■pOR NEXT SUNDAY'S concert of the -Montreal 
Orchestra, Mr. Clarke has chosen works which 
are strong and wearing, yet essentially direct in 
their appeal. ït has been the custom, for the last 
year or two, to open the Remembrance Day concert 
with Eig^^r^ appropriate 'Prelude,, and Angel's 
Tarcwciiî^^^^'- the 'Dream of Gerontlus.' TWs 
week the custom will be repeated, but with a spscial 
significance:, it will also be a tribute to thé late 
composer" himself, for Sir "Edward Elgar has left 
belilnd hiih'the greatest \mma in English music 
since the death of Handel. 

The 'bream of Geroatius" Ls an oratorio, a set- 
ting for voices and orchestra of Cardinal Newman's 
poem. The music was first hoard in 1900. It is 
one of the more important compositions .ofitiieiprfes! 
ont century. The two movements wlilcliTwç'nrS 
hear are tender but very firm, in/used with thought 
and a deep religious feeling. One lovely melody in 
particular haunts the imagination long after it is 

tatw^^^the programme- comes Schubert's 
Symphony No. 8 in B minor, a romantic work wlHi 
a romantic histoid. -Two movements and ft sketch 
for a third comprise all that exists of .the piece, 
whlcli is accordingly called the^ 'Unfinished.'' It Is 
believed to have bicn written in 1822. '.The only 
tiling that seems certain, however, is that the com- 
poser himself never heard it produçedi,.^Tlîe manu- 
script first came to light in 1865, ai 
performance was delayed forty-tt 
since, it has held a popular and U: 
orchcstrar repertoires, 

The 'Unfinished Symphony' lacks the power and 
grandeur of many more pretentious works. Schu- 
bert v/as before all else a romantic, sensitive artist.: 
The slightest' emotional stimulus, brought ; a flood'OTi 
music from the very depths of his heart. He^ was not 
a world-beater, althoughihe was Jovial arid tried to 
be frie'ndly. Nor was he a maudlin or unbalanced 
emotionalist. The lasting quality of his work i? to 
be traced to his artistic genuineness. In the case 
of the elghth symphoriy he succeeded in clothing an 
original feeling In- a tonifil olcsak of matchless beauty. 
The flretrmovement is" well . known, with its sombre 
introductory phrase and Its delicate first subject. 
Everyone has likewise heard "the second theme, 
which In our day has been,, seized- upon, sliom of 
its accompaniment, whipj^^lnto a waltz, and 
served up to us.afrcsh In .'BlasMm sec- 
ond movement, 'Andante conmoto,' deserves a few 
words' to Itself. 

Symphonic literature coutaim few songs of such 
purity as this second movement. Yet into, the glow- 
ing simplicity .^|g|uked many touches which 
demonstrate the^piP^e. art!. Take, for'ïn^tànce, 
the second subject. It is a rather angular melody 
for the clarinet, but It .is rounded and' perfected, 
however, by a simple off-beat accarapanimeht.in the 
strings. At the' sixth bar the tune lands with a 
gentle bump on a rather high note, which Is held 
for nearly four measUi-es. During this time all the 
beauty in the world seems to concentrate upon that 
note; for down below>it, in the heart of the strings, 
the throbbing accompaniment quietly SIlpsj,lnto. a 
distant key. Tiîe held note hovers an^lnS»«^ a 
lovely testant. Then It softly blends -witl^t^new 
tonality. The effect Is difficult to expiress-H wOTds; 
It probably, moves each hearer differently.' One 
thing is cei-tain.. Hero is more tlian a simple trick 
of modulation; it is a glhnpse of genius at work. 

It the véry middle' of the Kime" movement, in 
the working-out section, appears an entirely new 
melody, played in close imitation by the cellos and 
first violins. It foi-ms" but a short interlude, but It 
is one of the most, moving parts of the whole work, 
One more interestljig passage comes in . the coda 
near the end. . Itie composer pauses in Ills flight,

Another short , pause, and back it comes agahi, this 
time hi its original E major.
